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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed April 4th, 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both Beeson, MacConnell, and van der Pol are concerned with enabling a mobile user to contact 
emergency services and enable satellite based positioning (i.e. beacon or GPS) if the mobile user is unable to be precisely positioned by 
a cellular communication network (see Beeson, column 2, lines 25-30; MacConnell, column 5, lines 52-59; van der Pol, column 4, lines 
10-16). Beeson, MacConnell, and van der Pol are also concerned with the issue of accidental activation of beacon/emergency signals 
when the mobile user is not in distress (see Beeson, column 2, lines 64-67, column 3, lines 1-2; MacConnell, column 3, lines 26-28; van 
der Pol, column 7, lines 35-37, column 11, lines 60-63). MacConnell and van der Pol are also concerned with the issue of activating a 
beacon/emergency signal after warning the mobile user if the mobile user fails to respond to the warning (see MacConnell, column 8, 
lines 53-55; van der Pol, column 1, lines 31-36). 

Therefore, the Examiner maintains the rejection under 103(a) in view of Beeson, MacConnell, and van der Pol. 
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
